Texans Alerted

number of Texas military servicemen on alert. 
Those off their posts were ordered back im- 
mediately. 


"This is for real and is not a drill," said Capt. 


Mark A. Dull, information officer for the 147th 
Fighter-Interceptor Group of the Texas Air 
National Guard. It is based at Ellington Air 
Force Base near Houston. 


Austin sources said the 147th Group wes the 


only National Guard unit alerted in the state. 


Department 
of Public Safety teletypes 


carried this message from the Ft. Hood provost 
marshal's office: 


"Please notify all military personnel 


assigned to Ft. Hood to report there. The fort is 
on an alert. All forts in Texas are on alert and 
all people assigned to military bases in Texas 
report immediately." 


Telephone lines to Ft. Hood, the big Central 


Texas armored force base, were jammed with 
calls. 


Capt. Dull said at Ellington, "We have about 


1,000 men coming in to Ellington Air Force 
Base now. Our mission is air defense of this 
area, and we keep two F102 fighters on alert at 
all times ... That is all I can say at this time." 


In surrounding states, units at Holloman 


AFB, N.M., and Blytheville, Ark., went on alert 
at 1:30 a.m. 


Just outside El Paso in farthest West Texas, 


six-day maneuvers by several military units 
got under way today. 


Air Force Maj. Bill Duerre, information 


officer for the maneuvers, called Brave Shield 
VI, said, "We haven't changed our plans. As far 
as the exercise is concerned, it is 'go.' I cannot 
comment on the alert or beyond the scope of 
this maneuver." 


Brave Shield VI units include armored outfits 


from Ft. Hood and Ft. Bliss and air units from 
New Mexico bases. 


The 12th Air Force 
headquarters 
at 


Bergstrom AFB in Austin went on alert 
Thursday 
afternoon, 
according 
to 
a 


spokesman. At about 2 a.m. today, the 67th 
Tactical Recon Wing and the 602nd Tactical 
Control Unit were put on alert and all personnel 
were ordered to duty. There was no official 
comment from the base, however. 


Wives of officers at Goodfellow AFB at San 


Angelo were quoted as saying their husbands 
were called to duty "in the middle of the night," 
but the base spokesman would not comment. 


Rear Adm. James Ferris, of Corpus Christi, 


chief of naval air training in the United States, 
replied "no comment" to inquiries about the 
alert. Spokesman at Carswell AFB in Fort 
Worth also were not talking. 
North Texas Gas 
Decision Due Soon 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — A decision is expected 


within two weeks by the Texas Railroad 
Commission on whether it has jurisdiction in 
the dispute between North Texas and South 
Texas natural gas users. 


Frank Youngblood, the commission's chief 


hearing examiner, has asked attorneys for both 
sides to submit written briefs within seven days 
of the conclusion of their oral arguments 
Tuesday. 


If the commission rules it has jurisdiction, 


the hearing will continue, Youngblood said. 


The jurisdiction is being challenged by 


utilities serving approximately four million 
persons in the Dallas-Fort Worth area, who say 
they contracted for the gas in 1969 and that 
courts have held the commission has no power 
to construe contracts. 


San Antonio, Austin, the University of Texas 


at Austin and the Lower Colorado River Au- 
thority, who have earlier contracts, support the 
commission's jurisdiction. They claim the law 
gives the commission power to apportion gas 
between cities.

U.S. Troops under Precautionary Alert 
Henry Warns Soviets 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 


military units were ordered to 
worldwide alert today, and Sec- 
retary of State Henry A. Kissin- 
ger said President Nixon had 
no choice but to act in the face 
of possible Soviet intervention 
in the Middle East. 


Kissinger 
said 
ambiguity 


about Soviet intentions led to 
U.S. moves he described as 
precautionary. He declared flat 
U.S. opposition to the use of So- 
viet or American forces to en- 
force a Middle East cease-fire. 


"We do not consider our- 


selves in a confrontation with 
the Soviet Union," Kissinger 
told a nationally televised news 
conference. "We do not believe 
at this time it is necessary to 
have a confrontation." 


Kissinger began with an ac- 


count of U.S. policy since the 
Arab-Israaeli war erupted on 
Oct. 6, and with a word of cau- 
tion. He said the United States 
and the Soviet Union as nuclear 
powers capable of annihilating 
mankind have "a very special 
responsibility" to keep their 
confrontations within bounds 
that 
do not threaten 
civ- 


ilization. 


"We are at one and the same 


time adversaries and partners 
in peace," he said. 


Kissinger 
specifically 
re- 


jected a question about any 
possible link between the alerts 
and President Nixon's problems 
in the Watergate case. 


He said the question itself is 


"a symptom of what is happen- 
ing to our country ..." 


Kissinger said the adminis- 


tration is endeavoring to con- 
duct foreign policy in the inter- 
est of peace and of future gen- 
erations. 


"Upon the conclusion of the 


present diplomatic effort one 
way or the other, we will make 
the record available, and we 
will be able to go into greater 
details, and we are confident it 
will be seen the President had 
no other choice," he said. 


The military alert was or- 


dered amid reports the Soviet 
Union might send its forces to 
police a cease-fire between Is- 
rael and her Arab enemies. 


Kissinger flatly rejected the 


introduction of U.S. or Soviet 
forces into the area, "in what- 
ever guise." 


"The United States does not 


favor and will not approve the 
sending of a joint Soviet-U.S. 
force into the Middle East," 
Kissinger said. 


Kissinger refused to discuss 


the details of communications 
involving 
possible 
Soviet 


moves. He said only that the 
administration became aware 
of possible Soviet intentions. 


"We do not consider our- 


selves ... in a confrontation 
with the Soviet Union ..." he 
said. "We do not believe it is 
necessary 
to have a con- 


frontation." 


He said President Nixon de- 


cided, however, that it was es- 
sential the United States make 
its attitude clear. 


"It is inconceivable that the 


forces of the great powers 
should be introduced in the 


numbers that would be neces- 
sary ..." to enforce a cease- 
fire. 


"It is inconceivable that we 


should transplant the great 
power, rivalries into the Middle 
East ..." he said. 


Kissinger said the United 


States is even more firmly op- 
posed to the unilateral dispatch 
of forces into the Middle East 
by any great power, particular- 
ly a nuclear power. 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D- 


Wash., said the military alert 
was prompted by what he 
called a brutal Soviet note 
warning that Russian forces 
would be sent to the Middle 
East if the United States will 
not join in a peacekeeping 
force. 


Kissinger said Jackson "does 


not participate in our deliber- 
ations." 


The secretary of state said 


the 
United States 
became 


aware of certain Soviet moves, 
and faced ambiguity in Soviet 
intent. He would not discuss 
any specific messages from the 
Russians. 


Kissinger said the United 


States remains prepared to car- 
ry out cease-fire and negotia- 
tion terms worked out during 
his mission to Moscow earlier 
this week. "... We continue to 
believe that represented a just 
solution to this tragic conflict," 
.he said. 


The White House also de- 


scribed 
the alert as 
pre- 


cautionary. 


A senior Democratic senator 


said the alert responded to 
what he called a brutal Soviet 
warning that Russian forces 
would act to enforce a Middle 
East cease-fire if the United 
States failed to join a peace- 
keeping force. 


Word of the alert came in the 


pre-dawn hours. The alert or- 
der was confirmed by Pentagon 
spokesman Jerry W. Fried- 
heim. 


Friedheim declined to go into 


any details, except to say that 
the alert order was issued by 
Secretary of Defense James R. 
Schlesinger about midnight. 


While the White House and 


congressional leaders who met 
with President Nixon stressed 
the precautionary nature of the 
move, Sen. Henry M. Jackson, 
D-Wash., told newsmen it re- 
sponded to a note "in brutal 
terminology" in which the So- 
viet Union threated to act alone 
to police the cease-fire between 
Israel and her Arab enemies. 


Jackson, a member of the 


Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee, called for unity behind 
President Nixon. 


"We're right at the brink 


again," Jackson said. 


Jackson was not among the 


14 congressional leaders who 
met with Nixon and Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger. 
House Speaker Carl Albert, D- 
Okla., who was, said the em- 
phasis was on diplomatic, not 
military, moves. 


Cease-fire Said Holding

The U.N. official declined 


comment on Egyptian reports 
Wednesday night that Israel 
was waging a "new, trea- 
cherous war" on the western 
bank of the canal in an effort to 
stake claim to more Egyptian 
land. 


The Pentagon alerted key 


military units in the United 
States and abroad early today 
after receiving word Moscow 
might send in troops to police 
the truce despite Washington's 
view 
that 
big 
power 
in- 


volvement would not be helpful. 


President Anwar Sadat ap- 


pealed Wednesday for Ameri- 
can and Soviet troops to en- 
force the cease-fire and stop 
what he said was Israeli ag- 
gression on both sides of the 
waterway. But the White House 
rejected the idea. 


Eight nonaligned n&tions at 


the United Nations proposed 
that a U.N. military force 
would be the best way to main- 
tain peace on the Egyptian-Is- 
raeli front.

I Nixon Postpones Talk \ 


Egyptian Foreign Minister 


Mohamed H. el-Zayyat claimed 
at an emergency night meeting 
of the Security Council that the 
Israelis were attacking Egyp- 
tian forces on the east bank of 
the Suez Canal Wednesday 
night with "laser-guided mis- 
siles" and Phantom jets. 


He said the entire front was 


blazing on the west bank. 


Zayyat said that was the situ- 


ation at 1 a.m. Thursday. But 
the Israeli military command 
said the fighting abated at dusk 
Wednesday following massive 
Egyptian ground and air at- 
tacks in the afternoon. 


Israel said its pilots shot 


down 15 Egyptian jets in dog- 
fights. 


Egyptian communiques said 


a large number of Israeli tanks 
were knocked out in the day's 
fighting, including 13 around 
Suez at the southern end of the 
canal. The communiques said 
Israel suffered "serious loss- 
es." 


Egypt said it shot down eight 


Mirage jets, some of them Is- 
raeli and others belonging to an 
unspecified "foreign country." 


Israel claimed its armored 


units on the west bank were 
maintaining their encirclement 
of Suez and the port of Ras 
Adabiya 11 miles to the south, 
trapping the Egyptian 
3rd 


Army in the Sinai. 


Israel said the battle lines did 


not change during the day and 
that 15 Egyptian planes were 
downed in combat. 


Maj. Gen. Haim Herzog, the 


Israeli state radio's author- 
itative military commentator, 
said the 3rd Army was penned 
into "a narrow strip" along the 
canal's southeast bank, about 
25 miles long from the Little 
Bitter Lake to the Gulf of Suez. 
But Egypt claimed its holding 
extended 12 to 17 miles into the 
Sinai Desert. 


Zayyat told the 
Security 


Council Israel was refusing to 
allow U.N. observers into areas 
of the Suez front that it con- 
trolled. 


Secretary-General Kurt Wald- 


heim said he understood no ob- 
servers were operating on the 
Israeli side while seven were 
on the Egyptian side. 


Other observers have been 


manning posts on the Syrian 
front for several days, but they 
are on the Golan Heights well 
behind forward Israeli units. 


Radio Israel reported that 


U.N. observers from Cairo es- 
tablished their first observation 
post between Israeli and Egyp- 
tian troops 16 miles west of the 
Suez Canal. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres- 


ident Nixon, preoccupied with 
developments in the Middle 
East, postponed today until 
sometime Friday a television- 
radio news conference that had 
been scheduled for tonight. 


Deputy Press Secretary Ger- 


ald L. Warren said Nixon was 
'concentrating so thoroughly on 
the Middle East crisis that he 
decided to postpone the session 
scheduled for 9 p.m. EOT. No 
time was set for the Friday 
news conference. 


Nixon had been certain to 


face questioning about the pos- 
sible appointment of a new spe- 
cial prosecutor to succeed the 
ousted Archibald Cox, particu- 
larly in view of his reversal of 
a weekend stand against sur- 
rendering White House tapes to 
U.S. District Judge John J. Si- 
rica. 


Nixon, it was understood, did 


not want to hold the scheduled 
news conference today because 
he did not want to be fielding 
Watergate-related questions ;<t 
a session that could well have 
been dominated by concern 
about developments in 
the 


Middle East. 


Strong bipartisan support has 


developed in Congress for the 
naming of another prosecutor 
who would be independent of 
the executive branch. 


And Acting Atty. Gen. Robert 


H. Bork, who fired Cox at Nix- 
on's 
order, 
told newsmen 


Wednesday the thought "has 
crossed my mind" that he 
should consider making such an 
appointment. 


Bork also said he does not 


feel bound by Nixon's directive 
that Cox refrain from making 
any future court fights to ob- 
tain White House tapes or other 
evidence the President regards 
as confidential. 


Bork said he would fight the 


White House in court if neces- 
sary to obtain evidence deemed 
vital by the Watergate prose- 
cution. 


Declaring that his reputation 


was at stake, Bork said "I am 
going to press hard" for a thor- 
ough investigation and prose- 
cution of Watergate offenders. 
He suggested he would resign if 
he felt the White House was in- 
terfering. 


Bork, who had been solicitor 


general, became acting attor- 
ney general when Elliot L. 
Richardson resigned and his 
deputy, 
William 
D. 
Ruck- 


elshaus, was fired. Both re- 
fused to fire Cox. 


The President's news confer- 


ence will substitute for a TV- 
radio speech on the Watergate 
crisis 
that 
was 
canceled 


Wednesday. The White House 
said Nixon was too busy trying 
to establish a Mideast cease- 
fire to have time to prepare a 
speech. 


Nixon had the option of open- 


ing the news conference with a 
statement or short speech, how- 
ever. 


In firing Cox Saturday, Nixon 


abolished the special Watergate 
prosecution force as a separate 
entity. He said a thorough and 
vigorous prosecution would con- 
tinue under the Justice Depart- 
ment. Opposition to this, even 
among Republican allies, has 
been strong, however. 


The Senate Judiciary Com- 


mittee voted Wednesday to in- 
vestigate the Cox firing and 
scheduled a public hearing for 
next Monday to take testimony 
from the banished prosecutor. 


.Strong support was reported 


in the committee for legislation 
providing for an independent 
special prosecutor, but there 
also was pressure to reinstate 
Cox. 


Meanwhile, sources disclosed 


that Senate Republican leaders 
protested to the White House 
about President Nixon's han- 
dling of the tape controversy. 


In a phone call to a Nixon 


aide, the GOP leaders also 
called on Nixon to name a new 
special 
prosecutor and 
to 


pledge that Watergate and re- 
lated investigations be pressed 
vigorously, the sources said. 


The House Judiciary Com- 


mittee proceeded with its for- 
mal inquiry into possible im- 
peachment of the President, 
with Speaker Carl Albert say- 
ing it would go forward regard- 
less of Nixon's release of the 
Watergate tapes. 


"I hope it is expeditious and I 


hope it lays this thing to rest 
one way or another," Albert 
told reporters. 


"We're moving full speed 


ahead," said Judiciary Chair- 


man Peter W. Rodino Jr., D- 
N.J. 


Rep. Jerome R. Waldie, D- 


Calif., one of the first on the 
committee to call for impeach- 
ment, said the "most easily 
provable" ground for impeach- 
ment woulu be obstruction o.'

ing Cox. 


However, House Republicans 


generally agreed that by com- 
plying with Sirica's order for 
the tapes Nixon had all but 
eliminated the possibility he 
might be impeached.

The All-volunteer Post-Vietnam Army Is Meeting Its Quota of Problems

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 


Like everything else in the 
military, recruiting is by the 
book. Army recruiters have 
been issued how-to-do-it 
manuals to use as guides in 
enlisting men in the new all- 
volunteer forces. For exam- 
ple, 
the manual reads, if 


when contacted a prospec- 
tive soldier yelps "Is this 
some kind of joke?", the 
recruiter is to reply: "No it's 
not, son. Your future is no 
laughing matter." 


Wonderful. But like every- 


thing else in the military, the 
manuals and the realities do 
not necessarily amalgamate. 
Just as the rifle's rear receiv- 
ing spring does not always fit 
onto the rear receiving rod, 
the way the book wants it, the 
prospective soldier does not 
always sign on the dotted 
line. As a result the Volunteer 
Army experiment, barely 
five months old, is already 
wobbly and some say vir- 
tually failing. 


It is of course too early to 


tell about the experiment. 
(Many military people con- 
tinue to insist the volunteer 
concept is an "experiment", 
though Congress, in ending 
the traditional draft last 
June, did not use the term). 
Yet even at this date it is 
clear the volunteer road is 
filled with claymore craters. 


In the first months of the 


volunteer program minimum 
quotas have been off by more 
than 15 per cent, or an 
average of 3,000 every 30 
days. Military planners ex- 
pected some shortfall but not 
like this. Says one officer: 
"We seem to be losing about 
100 men a day, not counting 
those who are retiring or get- 
ting out at the end of their 
enlistment. At this rate, in a 
year or so, we won't have 
enough men to police the butt 
cans, much less fight the Rus- 
sians." 


The numbers problem, im- 


mediately, is probably not so 
severe as this officer per- 
ceives it. But national de- 
fense, as history indicates, is 
worth some exaggeration. 
Besides, as far as history 
goes, the United States has 
never been adept at selling 
young men on the idea of 
peacetime service. The last 
time the all-volunteer con- 
cept was employed, in 1947, it 
lasted only 18 disastrous 
months before a justifiably 
jittery nation remstituted the 
draft. 


This time around, perhaps, 


the military sector seems 
somewhat better prepared 
than in 1947. Volunteer plan- 
ning has been going on in the 
from two days to one. Large 
Pentagon since the middle of 
the Vietnam war.

recruiters around the nation).

"plus board and room" as the 
recruiters say, which is con- 
siderably more attractive 
than the $115 of four years 
ago. 


Moreover, the Army., has 


tidied itself up a bit. Historic 
military harassments such as 
early morning reveille, hard 
luck KP duty, eggshell hair- 
c u t s a n d b u t t - k i c k i n g 
sergeants have been largely 
dismissed. And to sell the 
new image, the Pentagon has 
commissioned $80 million 
worth of advertising effort, 


part of which goes to a New 
York agency which has had 
past successes at peddling 
toilet bowl cleaners and 
Black Flag insect repellant. 


The recruiters, also, have 


redoubled their energies. Sgt. 
J. Harold Johnson, who 
works the Newburgh, N.Y., 
area, says "I never hound a 
man, but if he shows any in- 
terest at all i'll keep on his 
tail." Many, of course, show 
no interest. Johnson tells of 
calling one affluent family 
and asking a parent if his son 
was interested in the Army. 
"If he was interested in the 
Army," the father replied, 
"I'd buy it for him." 


To overcome such recruit- 


ing rebuffs, the Army has re- 
cently lowered its educa- 


tional standards for enlistees. 
Once the Army insisted that 
70 per cent of its inductees be 
high school graduates — now 
that percentage is inopera- 
tive. Even so, says Johnson, 
"We still have some problems 
meeting quotas." 


So frustrating have the 


quota problems become 
(recruiters' jobs depend on 
their ability to meet quotas) 
that some 100 Army salesmen 
have been caught putting 
through ineligible recruits; 
helping kids with tests has 
been a recurring fraud. 


Still, despite the military 


push, the new Army image 
and some recruiters who 
enlist anything that breathes, 
there is a volunteer quota 
crisis. Originally, in 1970, the 


volunteer military goal was 
set at a standing force of 2.5 
million. Now the thinking is, 
hopefully, 2.2 million. If 
enlistments fail to pick up, 
the force may eventually 
have to drop as low as 1.8 mil- 
lion, a figure unacceptable to 
many military strategists. 


Surprisingly, however, the 


military is not all that wor- 
ried. Publicly anyway. Com- 
mander after commander 
echoes the same refrain: 
"When the pieces all fall into 
place, things will begin look- 
ing up." 


Even the lowering of in- 


ductee standards does not 
seem to disturb the ranking 
officers. "What they lack in 
intelligence," says Fort Dix 
Col. John Black, "they make 


up for in enthusiasm." (Many 
ot these same officers, before 
the end of the draft, were say- 
ing the volunteer idea was 
nonsense and suicidal; so the 
opinion transformation has 
been a speedy one.) 


And no doubt, leaving 


aside the dreary Army get- 
on-the-bandwagon confor- 
mity, there still is hope for 
the volunteer service. Plan- 
ners have several ideas for 
increasing recruitments, 
some of them excellent: 
allowing citizens with needed 
skills a chance to join the 
Army at higher 
ranks; 


recruiting skilled people who 
would normally be rejected 
because of physical prob- 
lems; tempting bright high 
school graduates with a two- 


year "maturity enlistment" 
plus a college degree, paid 
for by the GI Bill, as the even- 
tual reward. 


Then too, if it's sheer num- 


bers that are important, the 
Army has the newly liberated 
sex to turn to. Women are a 
virtually untapped source for 
military recruiters. Only two 
per cent of the Army ranks 
are filled by women. Why not 
ten per cent? Twenty? There 
are many Army jobs which 
do not require male comba- 
tants. 


Yet even if the quota 


wrinkles do smooth out in the 
all-volunteer Army, there are 
likely to be other, equally 
serious, problems. Already 
there are sad signs the Army 
is turning from a cross-sec- 


tion of the civilian society to 
• w h a t sociologist M o r r i s 
Janowit/. calls "locali/.ed in- 
terests." 


Long-time troop handlers 


say that black people (now 
about 20 per cent of enlistees, 
vs. 14 per cent in 1970), 
u n e m p l o y e d people and 
bored people are joining in 
increasing, perhaps alarm- 
ing, numbers. 


Says one general officer: 


"We've always defended the 
country with civilians. Some 
good and some bad. College 
graduates and grade school 
dropouts. The draft let us 
pick from our whole popula- 
tion. Now, I don't know. I'm 
worried that in a couple of 
years we'll be defending the 
country with our servants." 
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Legislative Employes Making$% Million a Month, even When Legislature Not in Session; Some Cry Boondoggle 


AUSTIN (AP) - When the 


last gavels slammed and the 
lights dimmed on adjournment 
night, the legislature shut down 
except for a skeleton crew- 
right? 


Wrong. 
Texas lawmakers have more 


between-sessions help than ever 
before. The monthly payroll is 
nearing half a million dollars 
for legislative employes. Sala- 
ries totaled $475,742 in Septem- 
ber, more than twice the No- 
vember 1972 payroll. 


The House has 675 employes 


and the Senate has 310. They 
range from cooks and janitors 
to Lt. Gov. Bill Hobby's execu- 
tive assistant and the secretary 
of the Senate. The latter two 


make $31,512 each. 


Last November, an Associ- 


ated Press survey showed 432 
House employes and 306 in the 
Senate. 


The totals do not include the 


181 legislators 
whose 
$400 


monthly salaries are smaller 
than those of messengers and 
janitors. 


House employe salaries total- 


ed $300,933 in September, com- 
pared with $161,392 last Novem- 
ber. The Senate spent $174,809, 
compared with $157,223. 


"It is money 
well spent, 


serving the best interests of the 
taxpayers of this state," Speak- 
er Price Daniel Jr. says of the 
increase. 


But some conservative repre- 


sentatives contend it is a boon- 
doggle. 


The House payroll ballooned 


this summer while the Senate's 
remained virtually static. This 
resulted mainly from a 98-46 
vote May 28 to increase House 
expense accounts by $1,225 per 
month for extra staff. Repre- 
sentatives also get $875 monthly 
for other expenses, which can 
include more personal employ- 
es, plus another $120 for "com- 
munication expenses," for a to- 
tal of $2,220. 


Senators also jacked up their 


expense accounts from $2,400 to 
$2,800 a month. 


When legislators' personal 


secretaries and aides are ex- 
cluded, the Senate and its com- 


mittees operate with 211 staff 
members, while the House has 
255 employes, an increase of 98 
since November. 


The 150 representatives aver- 


aged 2.8 personal staff mem- 
bers each with a range of from 
zero to eight. Rep. Craig Wash- 
ington, D-Houston, had 
the 


most. The 31 senators averaged 
3.2. 


Washington paid his employ- 


es $1,825 in September, dipping 
into his regular expense allow- 
ance for part of it. 


Lawmakers can spend their 


expenses allowances only on 
legislative business, not for per- 
sonal uses. 


Daniel said preparation for

But Rep. Ed Howard, D—Te- 


xarkana, former House Admin-, 
istration Committee chairman 
and one of Daniel's harshest 
critics, said "that is just anoth- 
er smokescreen in my opinion." 


Senators are approaching the 


convention with about the same 
size staffs they had last year. 


"I feel like a member of the 


House can do an effective job 
(between sessions) without all 
those staff people," says How- 
ard, who contends the increase 
results from a free-spending 
philosophy by the Daniel ad- 
ministration.

18-year-olds Must Register for Selective Service 


Even though drafting of men 


for the military has been ter- 
minated by an act of Congress, 
national Selective Service laws 
still require registration for all 
young men upon reaching ther 
18th birthday, Col. Melvin N. 
Glantz, state director of 
Selective Service in Texas, has 
reminded the public. 


Col. Glantz, in a directive to 


Selective Service System Area 
Office No. 25 in Corsicana which 
now serves Local Draft Boards 
of Ellis, Hill, Henderson 
Counties as well as Navarro 
County, has stressed that new 
legislation is being imposed on 
violators who fail to register. A 
young man who does not 
register for Selective Service, if 
convicted, faces five years in 
prison or a $10.000 fine or both, 
Col. Glantz has advised. 


Young men may register 30 


days in advance of their 18th 
birthday or within 30 days to be 
within the time limit to avoid 
becoming in violation of the 
law. 


If a man "has been confused 


and has not registered because 
he thought he was no longer 
required to do so because of the 
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end of the war in Vietnam, he 
should present himself to his 
Local Board or duly appointed 
restrar and register," the state 
director has advised.

DAWSON HAD KNOWN of 


and been connected with Baylor 
almost since its conception. He 
was born June 21, 1879, in 
Maypearl, Tex. Hr was the 
oldest of 13 children of a tenant 
fanner. 


When Dawson first came to 


Baylor in 1900, the school had 
two buildings, seven professors 
and was "a hick college com- 
posed mainly of yaps from the 
forks of the creek," as he later 
described his alma mater. 


Dawson did a lot to change 


that image of Baylor. He 
founded The Lariat, Baylor 
student newspaper, on Nov. 8, 
1900. 
He said he named it The 


Lariat because "it means 
roping all the news, no matter 
how wild or fleeing it may be." 


He also founded and named 


the Round Up, Baylor's year- 
book. He thought the name of 
that 
publication 
was ap- 


propriate because "such a book 
rounded up the year's hap- 
penings." 


Dawson 
graduated 
from 


Baylor in 1904. His affection and 
fond memories of his alma 
mater perhaps were 
best 


summed up by a comment he 
made 
during 
The 
Lariat 


Founder's Day program in 1972. 


He said, "I hope you'll charge 


about $1,000 a brick when you 
tear it (Old Main) down." 
Dawson was referring to plans 
at the time to raze Old Main and 
Burleson Hall. Dawson did not 
live to see those plans change 
from destruction of the two 
buildings 
to 
plans 
for 


renovating them. He died July 6 
in Corsicana at the age of 94. 


After 
graduation 
from 


Baylor, Dawson was editor 'of 


The Baptist Standard from 1907 
to 1908, having merged his 
Abilene-based Western Evangel 
with the Dallas-based Standard. 


His writing career did not end 


with his Standard editorship. He 
also 
was 
Southwestern 


correspondent for Christian 
Century for 10 years, religious 
book editor of The 
Dallas 


and daydreamed about men aa 
they spent their time in small, 
windowless rooms. 


"We read Playboy and Play- 


girl magazines," laughed Capt. 
Evelyn Jean Parks, 32, of 
Seattle, Wash. 


She was among 12 young 


women who were involved in

threatening a delay of the 
launch of the Skylab ii astro- 
nauts, now scheduled for Nov. 
10. 


The National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration said the 
top, 
or dome, sections of the 


tanks "sank" a few inches 
after ground crews had pumped 
43,000 gallons of a kerosene- 
type fuel into the 24-story rock- 
et. 


Once the tanks were filled, a 


slight amount of fuel 
was 


drained off to prevent ex- 


pansion 
and 
possible over- 


pressurization between now and 
launch time. It was while the 
fuel was being drained off that 
the domes buckled, possibly be- 
cause of a drawback in pres- 
sure. 


There are a total of four cy- 


lindrical tanks in the rocket for 
the kerosene-like fuel. The oth- 
er two were not affected. 


NASA said there is a possi- 


bility that the buckled sections 
of the two tanks could be 
pushed out by simply repressu- 
rizing them. This was done suc- 
cessfully on an unmanned Sa- 
turn 5 several years ago. 


. 
However, because this ve- 


hicle is to be manned, NASA 
wants metallurgy experts to 
check the tanks before pressur- 
ization is attempted. 


A space agency spokesman 


said that if the tanks have to be 
replaced, the launching of the 
Skylab li astronauts probably 
would have to be postponed. He 
did not speculate on how long 
the delay might be. 


Astronauts Gerald P. Carr, 


William R. Pogue and Edward 
G. Gibson are to make the 
third and final visit to the Sky- 
lab space station on a visit 
scheduled for at least eight 
weeks.

to represent U. S. Baptists at 
the founding of the United 
Nations (UN) in San Francisco. 
To that meeting, he carried 
petitions with more than 100,000 
signatures 
calling 
for 
a 


declaration of religious liberty 
to be incorporated in the UN 
charter. 


Dawson was outspoken in his 


views of religious freedom. He 
was 
a 
friend 
of 
former 


President Harry S. Truman, yet 
he fought Truman's wish to 
send a representative, Gen. 
Mark Clark, to the Vatican in 
1951. Dawson succeeded, and he 
was never invited back to the 
White House. 


In 1969, Richard M. Nixon 


announced his consideration of 
sending a similar represen- 
tative to the Catholic city. 
Dawson sent a telegram of 
"heated disagreement" to 
Nixon.

McCall, a long-time Dawson 
family friend.

went on to dispose of her insulin. 


In Barstow, Mr. and Mrs. 


Lawrence Parker were jailed 
on charges of 
manslaughter 


after they withdrew 
insulin 


from their 11 year old son, 
Wesley. 


The Parkers then joined some 


200 other people in staging a 
ghoul's delight in the local 
funeral home. They attracted 
national attention by refusing to 
allow the boy to be buried for six 
days because, 
they assured 


everyone, his resurrection was 
immanent. (The boy was finally 
buried and the parents are 
currently held in lieu of $10,000 
bail.) 


The Parkers claim that they 


were 
told 
by 
a 
visiting 


evangelist at the Barstow 
Assembly of God, that their boy 
had been healed of his diabetes. 
But the Rev. William Robert- 
son, 
the 
denomination's 


Southern California District 


Superintendent told this column 
that (A) Parker, months 
earlier, had become involved in 
a furious argument regarding 
the denomination's failrue to 
share his belief in deomn 
possession, and (B) The visiting 
preacher had not preached on 
faith healing, had never told the 
Parkers that their boy was 
healed, and had only prayed for 
healing. 


"We believe in divine healing 


that does not endorse or con- 
done throwing away of life- 
saving medications 
merely 


because the individual 
is 


presumed healed," commented 
the Rev. Mr. Robertson. 


It is, of course, easy for the

South's Problem with Fire Ants Multiplies as Scientists See Bad Effects of the Chemical Used against Them

The imported fire ant, a 


multimillion dollar headache in 
nine southeastern states, has 
come under the close scrutiny of 
scientists who hope to eradicate 
the pest. 


Believed carried to the south- 


eastern United States 
from 


South 
America 
aboard 
a 


freighter in 1918, the fire ant has 
spread from the Carolinas to 
Texas. 


Agriculture officials in Ala- 


bama, Mississippi, Georgia, 
Ijouisiana, North and South 
Carolina, Florida, Arkansas 
and Texas bemoan the $20 mil- 
lion annual loss wrought by the 
smallish creatures. 


Thousands of persons feel Lhe 


pain of the ant's sharp bite eacii 
year, and some develop allergic 
reactions. 
Some 
scientists 


contend the ant's bite leaves a 
blister which invites secondary 
infection. 


Environmentalists 
contend, 


however, that control of the ants 
through the use of chemical 
Mirex can be more harmful 
than the ants themselves. 


They have called for more 


study as a prelude to further use 
of insecticides on lands already 
laden with chemical agents. 


As a result, hearings on the 


use of Mirex have been sched- 
uled by the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency, beginning in 
December. 


Similar hearings led to the 


banning of DDT. 


"Right now, Mirex is all we 


have," said Dr. Michael Glan- 
cey, whose staff at the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture Re- 
search Service in Gulfport is 
attempting to isolate scents 
carried by the ants, for possible 
use as biological weapons. 


Glancey said it could take 


"three or more years of re- 
search" to develop an adequate 
substitute for Mirex, which was 
developed specifically to com- 
bat the fire ant. 


The USDA, in cooperation 


with the fire ant-infested states, 
planned a massive Mirex poi- 
soning campaign in the late 
1960s. But the plan was blocked 


by charges the chemical was 
harmful to other forms of life 
and that it retained its potency 
for lengthy periods. 


New federal guidelines allow 


aerial application of Mirex only 
to prevent further spreading of 
the ants or to relieve emergency 
situations. 


Glancey's staff, and USDA 


scientists in Florida, now have 
turned to the search for a Mirex 
substitute, or for some means of 
interrupting the ant's life cycle. 


In their studies, scientists 


have "screened close to 3,000 
chemicals," Glancey said. "But 
so far we haven't found any- 
thing on the order of Mirex." 


The Gulf Coast USAD labora- 


tory has met with success in ef- 


forts to isolate scents carried by 
the ants, believed the key in 
efforts to break the fire ant life 
cycle. 


Isolating the scents "is diffi- 


cult and time consuming," said 
Glancey "We must develop 
techniques to show that what we 
actually have is a phermone 
(scent) and then find out what 
we can do with it." 


Once isolated, he said, the 


scents could be used to disrupt 
the ant's suicidal flight 


Glancey said that if the males 


could be tricked into leaving 
earlier or later than in normal 
mating patterns, there would be 
no virgin queen ants to par- 
ticipate in the mating flight. 


During the fire ant research, 


Glancey and his staff have un- 
covered a complicating ele- 
menWmultiple-queen colonies. 


Normally a fire ant colony 


has one queen," he said. "She is 
the weak link and if you can 
eliminate her you have killed 
the colony" because there 
would be no reproduction. 


However, during studies in 


the Jackson area and in South- 
east Mississippi, the research- 
ers found colonies with more 
than one queen. 


The colonies near Jackson 


have three or four queens, he 
said, and "a colony near the 
Alabama line was found with 
well over 10,000 queens." 


Glancey said worker ants 


normally kill queens unlucky 


enough to fall near the next 
after mating, but in the multi- 
queen colony "the ants will ac- 
cept any other queen. 


"We are going to have to find 


out how big an area these mul- 
tiple-queen colonies cover and 
why this change has taken 
place," he said. "We don't know 
whether 
the 
change 
was 


evolutionary or environmental, 
but this could change our atti- 
tude in control measures." 


Despite questions raised 


about Mirex, agriculture offi- 
cials say the chemical is needed 
to control the fire ant. 


A recent spot check in Mis- 


sissippi, Georgia and Louisiana, 
showed the ants to be a contin- 
uing problem. 


One official said the ants 


"take over a pasture, and live- 
stock are unable to feed, and a 
field heavily infested with ants 
makes it almost impossible to 
bale hay." 


A spokesman for the Georgia 


Department of Agriculture said 
he has received letters asking 
for assistance in treating areas 
"where children and adults are 
being stung. We are also re- 
ceiving letters about problems 
with gathering hay." 


A Louisiana agriculture de- 


partment 
spokesman said 


farmers have reported losses of 
young pigs and calves because 
of the ants. He said one farmer 
has reported "his horse died as 
result of fire ant bites."
